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Bookbinding Industry Finds ltself 
Well Prepared for New Status 


In every branch of the bookbinding 
industry, leaders have affirmed the 
fact that NRA’s passing created no 
insurmountable difficulties. On the 
contrary, the transition has been made 
smoothly, and the momentum of the 
stabilization programs which took 
shape under the graphic arts code is 
carrying the work forward in a high- 
ly commendable manner. As was 
pointed out by J. Raymond Tiffany, 
executive director of the Book Man- 
ufacturer’s Institute, the code’s great- 
est value lay in the opportunity it af- 
forded to appreciate the benefits of a 
properly organized industry, 

The place of the old “National 
Code Authority” for the book manu- 
facturing industry has been taken by 
the B.M.I., whose board of directors 
has the same personnel. Of the 
board’s 25 members, 21 from all parts 
of the country attended the special 
meeting held at the Institute head- 
quarters in New York City on June 
11 and 12. 

At this important gathering it was 
unanimously resolved that the Insti- 
tute should take up the problems in- 
volved in stabilizing wage, labor, and 
hour conditions within the industry 
and the elimination of recognized un- 
fair methods of competition. It was 
the consensus that if there were any 
establishments which desired to 
“chisel,” they should not take advan- 
tage of the decision of the Supreme 
Court nullifying the Recovery Act in 
any way that would be detrimental to 
employees. 

At the meeting, Judge Tiffany pre- 
sented a progtam devised to accom-

plish the policy declared by the Board, 
and all members of the industry are 
being invited to become parties there- 
to. The suggested program provides 
for the continuation of the wage, 
hour, and labor conditions existing on 
May 27, 1935, the date of the Su- 
preme Court decision. Copies were 
being submitted late last month to 
book manufacturing firms throughout 
the country, Judge Tiffany making a 
western trip for the purpose and 
Harry Radcliffe making contacts in 
New England. Raymond E. Baylis, 
treasurer of the B. M. L., is visiting 
plants locally. 

Spokesmen for the program believe 
that the method of enforcement it pro- 
vides will be more effective than the 
compliance provisions of the NRA. 
Its three phases—legislative, execu- 
tive, and judicial—are expected to 
solve the problem of working out the 
program for the benefit of the indus- 
try as a whole. 


po Trade Binders & Paper 
Rulers Institute formally took over 
the activities of the National Code 
Authority for the trade binding and 
paper ruling industry on June 16. 
The institute will continue its af- 
filiation with the B.M.I. as it did in 
Code days. As the industry essen- 
tially is intrastate, the passing of 
NRA will have little effect on the 
activities of the Institute, it was 
pointed out by Joseph S. Wesby, pres- 
ident of the Institute. This is so, he 
said, because all its endeavors have 
been along educational lines rather

than by the coercive enforcement of 
code regulations. 

Copies of both the Price Deter- 
mination Schedule as a Guide of Fair 
Value and the Uniform Sales Con- 
tract, which had been promulgated by 
the Institute, have been sent to 29 
local representative associations in the 
larger graphic arts cities for distribu- 
tion to members of the industry. 

Reuben Jancourtz, who was Di- 
visional Director of the industry un- 
der the Code, is now making a study 
of the anti-trust laws of the individual 
states with a view to the preparation 
of a model agreement for collective 
action for each local association of 
trade binders and paper rulers. The 
model agreement will have three di- 
visions: legislative, executive, and ju- 
dicial. The legislative division will 
be the Board of Directors of the Insti- 
tute, the executive division will be the 
Board of Directors and local agents 
of each local association, and it 
is contemplated the judicial division 
will be the American Arbitration As- 
sociation. 

The Price Determination Schedule 
and the Uniform Sales Contract will 
be included by reference in the agree- 
ment. Close cooperation with the 
representative printing associations 
and trade binding and paper ruling 
associations in each locality is neces- 
sary, Mr. Wesby said, as a discount 
must be arranged between the print- 
ers and the trade binders and rulers 
for the proper functioning of the 
Price Determination Schedule. Each 
local association will have wide lati- 
tude in the creation of its own agree- 
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ments, as it is recognized that the 
agreements should cover conditions 
peculiar to each city or locality. 

As soon as the survey of anti-trust 
legislation in the several states is com- 
pleted and a model agreement draft- 
ed, a meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Institute is to be held. 


Wirs regard to the trade bind- 
ers and paper rulers of the N. Y. 
Metropolitan area, the representative 
body which recently constituted their 
“Regional Code Authority” made an 
easy transition into the Trade Book- 
binding and Paper Ruling Industry 
Committee. “Consisting of 18 recog- 


nized leaders, it is continuing func- 
tioning with the view of achieving 
unity and stabilization for all con- 
cerned,” said Alexander Schwartz, 
legal counsel, in a statement to BooK- 
BINDING MAGAZINE. 

“I consider it of the utmost im- 
portance,” he continued, “that the 
various groups merge into one organ- 
ization. Not merely from the point 
of view of saving money and needless 
repetitious effort, but also because no 
genuine progress can ever be made in 
an industry excepting if unity can be 
achieved. 

“A good analogy is the government 
of the U. S. as compared with some 
of the backward Central American 


and South American countries, where 
there exist two or three governments 
having jurisdiction over the same ter- 
ritory. Another analogy is the situa- 
tion where there are two labor unions 
fighting for the control of the same in- 
dustry. The result is chaos. 

“The Trade Binding Industry is to 
be commended on the forward step it 
is contemplating. When unity has 
been achieved, the task of putting a 
stabilization program into effect will 
be a much less difficult one, stu- 
pendous as it is even under the best of 
conditions.”

Library Binders Organize Own 


National Trade Association 


Wir the organization of the 
Library Binding Institute last month, 
the industry, for the first time in its 
history, has an independent national 
trade association of its own. 

This development followed the 
meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the Book Manufacturers’ Institute 
at which the future plans of the edi- 
tion manufacturing and library bind- 
ing industries were considered. The 
library binders’ program of activities 
without NRA had been in effect for 
several months and as it became clear 
at the meeting that no one program 
could be adapted to the entirely dif- 
ferent needs of the two industries, it 
was decided the work of the two 
groups should be still further segre- 
gated. In the Library Binding Di- 
vision of the B.M.I. and of the Code 
Authority, the activities, administra- 
tion, funds, etc., had been segregated 
from those of the edition group for 
some months. The library binders’ 
new association will continue to be 
affliated with the Employing Book- 
binders of America and the B.M.I. 

The organization of the Library 
Binding Institute represents the cli- 
max of two years of vigorous and

effective work by the leaders of the 
industry, with most of the responsibil- 
ity being borne by J. Howard Atkins 
and Edwin D. Allen. Since last De- 
cember, a definite program of indus- 
try betterment has been in effect. In 
January this program was made in- 
dependent of NRA. A series of local 
meetings and national conventions re- 
sulted in a strongly welded organiza- 
tion working actively through its pro- 
gram.

Pledge of Fair Dealing 
Signed by Library Binders 


Within a few days after the Supreme 
Court’s NRA decision, a majority of the 
library binding industry had actually 
signed Pledges of Fair Dealing, to cus- 
tomers, employees, and competitors, 
pledging themselves to maintain the 
labor and fair trade standards of the 
Code and the quality standards of the 
Class A binding specifications. 


The library binding industry made the 
transition from Code to trade associa- 
tion and voluntary maintenance of stand- 
ards without confusion or loss of time, 
every step having been planned months 
before. The day after the Court de- 
cision, announcement was issued to the 
industry that all essential activities, in- 
cluding the cooperative program, had 
been immediately transferred to a trade 
association basis and that a pledge to up- 
hold standards would be quickly sent to 
every binder.

Bookmaking Treasures and 
Fine Bindings Shown 
At Pierpont Morgan Library 


Some of the choicest treasures of the 
Pierpont Morgan Library, N. Y. C., 
were placed on display last month in a 
general exhibit which closed June 28. 
One central case contained some of the 
fine bindings executed for the Library 
by Miss Duprez Lahey. These included 
handsome specimens of blind tooling in 
medieval motifs and some brilliant gold 
tooling. One of the bindings bore the 
Grolieresque inscription: J. P. Morgan 
et Amicorum. Particularly attractive 
was an Officium of 1500—a thick 12mo 
without raised bands, done in light tan 
and gold tooled with parallel lines in an 
intricate geometric pattern. “Chinese 
Porcelains” was open to the magnificent 
light tan leather doublures, bearing an 
all-over lozenge pattern on a central 
panel enclosed in an inlaid frame on 
which Chinese characters were tooled in 
gold. 
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“To continue wages and hours maintained 
under the Code; not to employ child labor; to 
maintain the standards of quality, as exempli- 
fied in the Minimum Specifications for a Class 
A Library Binding; not to engage in deceptive 
practices against customers or in destructive 
competition, but to maintain the standards of 
fair dealing as under the Code; to give the 
Executive Director, in confidence, such in- 
formation as he may find necessary in order 
to verify the fulfillment of this pledge.” 


The response in the form of signed 
pledges was immediate and general. At 
the same time, a letter and a memoran- 
dum were sent out to leading librarians 
explaining the work of the Joint Com- 
mittee and the meaning of the Pledge. 
This work was made possible through a 
Special Fund which had been arranged 
weeks before and to which binders had 
promised contributions at recent meet- 
ings. 


Librarians have shown immediate in- 
terest in the library binders’ pioneer pro- 
gram of consumer-producer cooperation, 
the Institute reports. With the assurances 
of good bindings produced under fair 
labor conditions, librarians are expected 
to use the list of binders who have 
signed the Pledge as a guide in buying. 
Librarians and binders understand, it is 
stated, that the Class A Specifications 
and the Guide of Fair Value, having 
been approved by the Joint Committee, 
continue in effect. 


Library Binders Participate in 
Convention of Librarians 
Held at Denver 


Library binders actively participated 
in the annual meeting of the American 
Library Association held at Denver, 
Colorado, June 24-29. A number from 
the West and Middle West were in at- 
tendance, and some of the most ef- 
fective exhibits were those of binders.

The main part of the exhibit traced 
the progress of bookmaking with price- 
less specimens from every period, begin- 
ning with examples of Babylonian seals 
of 3500 B.C. and biblical legends on 
cuheiform tablets from 2300 B.C. Near- 
by were a specimen page from the 
Egyptian Book of the Dead (966 B.C.) 
and later Greek papyri. On the early 
religious MSS of the present era, the 
color and gold-leaf illumination have 
lost little of their pristine brilliance. 
Incunabula included a Gutenberg Bible, 
the first ‘extant book printed from mov- 
able types; a 1497 copy of the Fust & 
Schoeffer Psalter, containing the first 
music with printed notes; and Caxton’s 
edition of Le Fevre’s “History of Troy,” 
the first book printed in English. 

Among the other early printed books 
were a Dante first edition (the only per- 
fect copy extant) and Eliot’s Indian 
Bible (first edition, 1661). Later vol- 
umes shown were scrap books of MSS 
of famous 19th-century literary produc- 
tions, and a few first editions from the 
same period.

week. A wide range of subjects of 
mutual concern to librarians and binders 
was discussed, particular attention being 
paid to the Class A _ specifications, 
standardized lettering, selection of cloth 
colors, and spiral bindings. 

Mr. Browning presented the report of 
his Bookbinding Committee, which 
stressed particularly the work of the 
Joint Committee, of which he is a mem- 
ber. With Ernest Hertzberg (Des 
Moines), he explained the certification 
plan on which they have been collabo:- 
ating. As guest speaker, Pelham Barr, 
Executive Director of the L.B.L., poin:- 
ed out how the Joint Committee’s pro- 
gram was not only a practical method 
of assuring librarians of getting goo 
binding at a fair price, but was also 
successful venture in stabilizing an in- 
dustry through cooperation between pro- 
ducer and consumer. 

The Joint Committee’s exhibit of li- 
brary binding methods attracted wide at- 
tention. Prepared by John Archer, of 
the N. Y. Public Library, and Arthur E. 
Wheeler and Karl Schaefer (Chivers, 
Brooklyn), it is in three panels and 
vividly dramatizes the processes of re- 
binding for libraries. The  specifica- 
tions for a Class A binding come to life 
in the exhibit, which will later be sent 
around to other librarians’ meetings. 

It shows first how the old book is pre- 
pared for sewing; and then, step by step, 
how the back is removed; how the book 
is divided into sections; scoring; mak- 
ing of end-papers; oversewing by both 
machine and hand; trimming; treatment 
of edges by sprinkling or staining; glu- 
ing, rounding, backing, and _ lining. 
Then follows a visual exposition of how 
a good cover is made, showing both 
buckram and pyroxylin-coated fabrics, 
and how a book is cased in. Durable 
lettering is illustrated in various styles, 
and the last stage shown is waterproof- 
ing of the lettered back. 


N. A. B. P. to Handle Affairs 
Of Trade Book Publishing 


As a result of the U. S. Supreme 
Court decision invalidating the NRA 
codes, the National Association of Book 
Publishers is now handling matters per- 
taining to the trade book field, a di- 
vision of publishing it has represented 
for 15 years. The subscription book 
and medical book groups, formed under 
NRA, favor retention of their organiza- 
tions to continue such constructive work 
permissible under constitutional law for 
betterment of conditions within their re- 
spective trades.

A UNIQUE idea in high quality 
merchandising has been used with suc- 
cess for the past three months by The 
Burkhardt Company, the Detroit 
manufacturers of process covers and 
loose-leaf devices. This is a Treasure 
Chest of fine quality specimen binding 
jobs sent out to leading prospects, 

The chest measures 21” x 16” and 
is 13” high, outside dimensions. It is 
made of natural finish dark wood, 
and equipped with a stout padlock. 
About fifty of these chests were pre- 
pared, and sent to the larger, well- 
rated customers and prospects of the 
company. 

A letter was sent out in advance, 
stating generally that the Treasure 
Chest was coming, and enclosing a 
key which would open the lock. This 
invariably aroused curiosity on the 
part of the executive receiving it, and 
stimulated interest. The chests were 
usually addressed to the president or 
vice-president in charge of sales. 

The contents were a series of bind- 
ers—some 35 samples—designed to fit 
the special needs of each company. A 
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tag was put on each, tieing it up with 
the proper page of the general catalog 
which was enclosed. The chests were 
sent out by express, and a list of the 
contents was included, asking the re- 
turn of the chest by express collect. 
It was strongly enough designed to be 
shipped without packing. 


Tue chests bore on the inside of 
the cover a Kra-Lex inlay with the 
label “1935,” and were designed to 
introduce the current line to the at- 
tention of business executives 
throughout the country. They were 
ordinarily kept by individual corpora- 
tions from ten to fourteen days, and 
by advertising agencies, to which a 
number were addressed, from three 
to four weeks, in order to show them

to all their account executives. When 
the chests were returned, they were 
re-packed by The Burkhardt Com- 
pany with a selection of job samples 
for another account. 

The Treasure Chest was very val- 
uable, President John C, Burkhardt 
believes in reviving valuable accounts 
which had lapsed in recent years, 
partly through non-coverage by local 
sales representatives. Immediate re- 
sults obviously cannot be checked on 
this type of promotion, but the good 
will was very great. 

In addition to this unusual promo- 
tion, The Burkhardt Company re- 
cently had a large booth at the De- 
troit and Michigan Exposition— 
“The Little World’s Fair”— which 
drew 400,000 visitors in ten days. 
About 200 samples were shown on 
the walls of the booth, and chests of 
others were kept on hand. 

The Burkhardt Company has put 
in new complete equipment to manu- 
facture celluloid indices, with a capac-

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When Gilding 


Was Forbidden 


And Other Hysterical Facts 


By W. O. DAVEY

Durine the reign of Henry II 
in 1577 a law was enforced forbid- 
ding the use of gilding on leather 
books, except those for the Church, 
or for Princes. 

The first printing of Fitzgerald’s 
Omar Khayyam in 1859 was a fail- 
ure from a sales standpoint. 

In ancient times the clergy were 
exempted from punishment for crime 
because they could read and were 
held too important to the progress of 
civilization. 


@ The oldest book in America dates 
back to 870 A.D. It is lettered in 
liquid gold on purple vellum, entitled 
“Evangelistarium,”’ and is in the 
Astor Library in New York... . 

A survey in 1934 showed that up 
to that date more than 16,000,000 
titles had been printed since the in- 
vention of printing .. . 

Sir Walter Scott was a book pub- 
lisher and is accredited with the say- 
ing that booksellers, as publishers 
were known in his day, were “the 
only tradesmen who professedly and 
by choice dealt in what is called a ‘pig 
in a poke’, publishing twenty books in 
the hope of hitting upon one good 
speculation, as a person buys shares 
in a lottery in hopes of gaining a 
prize.” 


®@ To a very late date no one in 
Paris could pursue any craft which 
had relations to books without a li- 
cense from the University. The sta- 
tutes of the University of Paris make 
no distinction between binders and 
others engaged in making books . . . 


Gold tooling on leather was intro- 
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duced into Europe in the 15th cen- 
tury, and in the early 16th century 
an Italian book finisher set himself up 
as a teacher of the process. . 

Probably one of the largest collec- 
tions of books on sports is that of the 
late A, G. Spalding, now housed in 
the N. Y. Public Library. It contains 
1,403 volumes, 1,677 pamphlets, and 
102 sets of periodicals. 


@ A book bound in human skin is 
found in the Library of Congress in 
Washington. During the French 
Revolution a tannery was set up to 
prepare the skin of guillotined vic- 
tims for book production . 

Thomas Jefferson’s library, pur- 
chased by Congress after his death, 
became the nucleus for the present 
Library of Congress . . . President 
and Mrs. Millard Fillmore put the 
first library in the White House. 


® Each country has achieved re- 
nown for the employment of some 
one plant form for its ornamental 
uses.

“Anniversary Day” Observed 
At C. E. Sheppard Co. Plant 


“Anniversary Day” was recently ob- 
served by The C. E. Sheppard Co., Long 
Island City, N. Y., manufacturers of 
loose leaf equipment, to celebrate the 


35th anniversary of the company. The 
day also marked the 60th birthday anni- 
versary of C. E. Sheppard, president, 
who founded the concern in 1900 when a 
young man in his middle twenties. 

Mr. Sheppard was one of the first to 
sense the important role that loose leaf 
was to play in the future development 
of record keeping. From a modest be- 
ginning, marketing only a few binders 
and forms, the company’s growth has 
reflected the progress of the industry. 
The current Sheppard catalog, featuring 


committee appointed by President 
Busch to confer with Harry S. Rad- 
cliffe of the B.M.I. regarding the tar- 
iff on extra bound books, reported on 
the progress made to date.

Right now, Guildsmen are looking 
forward to the 1935 annual outing, 
which takes place Saturday, August 
17, at Schaeffer & Eckert’s Pine 
Grove Park, Amityville, L. I., to 
which the supply men, as usual, will 
be invited.

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School Books of Tomorrow 
Shown at Donnelley Exhibit 


What will the school book of the 
future be like? 

That’s the keynote of the exhibition of 
“School Books of Yesterday, Today & 
Tomorrow” now on view at The Lake- 
side Press Galleries, R. R. Donnelley 
& Sons Co., 350 E. 22nd St., Chicago, and 
which will continue through September. 
The exhibition is open to the public 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., Monday to Friday, 
except holidays. Considerable credit 
should be given the well known Chicago 
book manufacturing concern for its en- 
terprise in staging such an interesting 
and important exhibiton, also to William 
A. Kittredge, the company’s director of 
design and typography, who planned the 
show. 

Grouped among the books of yester- 
day are books published in America in 
the 19th century, most of which were 
loaned by George Plimpton of Ginn & 
Co. In the section featuring books of 
today are volumes gathered from all 
over the world, with outstanding ex- 
hibits from Italy, Soviet Russia and 
China, Italy is credited with being in 
the vanguard among nations in produc- 
ing school books of the superior type 
as regards paper, type, illustration, print- 
ing, and all-around attractive bookmak- 
ing. Russia also looms large as a pro- 
ducer of: unusual school books, particu- 
larly from the novel handling of the 
contents. The American books, while 
more conservative, also reflect the high 
standards of text book manufacture in 
this country. 


“We see no reason why a really good 
school book shouldn’t be designed and 
illustrated by a great artist, in his own 
style; we see no reason why a school 
book shouldn’t be typographically as 
beautiful as the finest de luxe volume; 
we see no real good reason why the 
newest materials and the latest develop- 
ments in printing processes and binding 
methods shouldn’t be utilized in making 
school books—as long as they aid in 
putting over the ideas in the text.” 


This statement of the Donnelley com- 
pany explains the purpose and presence 
of the books shown among the books- 
of-tomorrow section. Five artists were 
commissioned to design a_ different 
school book: W. A, Dwiggins, an arith- 
metic; Vale Faro, a geometry (cover 
design by Walter Howe) ; Lester Beall, 
a geography; Frances Poe, a reader; 
and Chicki Lasley, a primer. 

The refreshingly new designs are 
stamped in one or two colors, or printed 
by offset in one or more colors directly 
upon the cloth. Conventions of text- 
book design are thrown to the winds, to 
the benefit of teacher and pupil alike. 
Original in conception and execution, the 
books are as modern as stream-lining 
or tomorrow’s newspaper, with the true 
futuristic touch. “They indicate, we 
think,” the Donnelley company says, “the 
direction in which the design and manu- 
facture of school books is going to go, 
if it is to keep pace with other social and 
esthetic trends.”

National Adhesives Opens New 
San Francisco Factory 


Announcement of the removal of its 
Pacific Coast factory and headquarters 
to a larger and more modern building 
at 735 Battery St., San Francisco, has 
been made by the National Adhesives 
Corporation, manufacturers of Mikah 
glues and pastes. A connecting build- 
ing at 235 Broadway houses their 
boiler plant and cooperage shop. 

As a result of this move, necessitated 
by steadily increasing coast and west- 
ern business, the company’s space and 
facilities at San Francisco have been 
more than trebled. The new three- 
story building contains a completely 
equipped new plant with the most 
modern machinery for the manufac- 
ture of glues, pastes and gums. Most 
of this machinery is of a special type 
of construction, developed by the com- 
pany after years of practical expe- 
rience. A research laboratory, manned 
by specialists in various fields of colloid 
chemistry, occupies one section of the 
new building. 

This plant and new equipment now 
permit National Adhesives to utilize 
raw materials of its own manufacture. 
According to David J. Light, vice- 
president in charge of the Pacific 
Coast division, this will not only en- 
sure a constant supply of carefully 
tested and properly controlled raw 
materials, but will also provide added 
protection for users of the company’s 
products. 

National Adhesives has been manu- 
facturing in San Francisco for eleven 
years, the original plant having been 
opened in January, 1925. In addition 
to its San Francisco offices, the Pacific 
Coast division of the company also 
maintains warehouses at Los Angeles 
and Seattle. 


Binding of Bibles Resumed

Ave., N. Y. C., publishers of Bibles 
and educational books, has leased 
space in the Haddon Craftsmen 
building, Camden, N. J., and resumed 
the binding of its Bible line.

Only Bibles will be bound, the Ber- 
wick & Smith Co. (The Norwood 
Press), Norwood, Mass., continuing 
to do the printing. About 36 people 
are now employed in the bindery and 
it is expected to increase the number 
to approximatey 50. Charles L. Bal- 
dauf, for many years bindery superin- 
tendent at the Brooklyn plant, is again 
in charge at Camden. W. R. Kohn is 
head of the publishing house’s manu- 
facturing department in N. Y. 


Dun & Bradstreet Bindery 
Honors Prout on Anniversary 


Joseph A. Prout, bindery foreman at 
the printing plant of Dun & Bradstreet, 
Inc., 251 Butler St., Brooklyn, N. Y. 
was recently tendered a surprise testi- 
monial in recognition of his 20 years of 
service as head of the bindery depart- 
ment. Bindery employees stopped work 
at 3 p. m. and assembled in the dining 
room whither Mr. Prout, mystified, had 
been invited by M. L. Fisher, plant su- 
perintendent, a few minutes earlier.

Ir was about 32 years ago that the 
Holland-American liner, S. S. Zee- 
land, steamed into N. Y. harbor, car- 
rying one of the youngest bookbinders 
ever to set foot on these shores. 

The boy in question—Orrto G.

superintendent at the H. Wolff book 
manufacturing plant, 526 W. 26th 
St., N. Y. C.—was just about able to 
negotiate the voluminous traveling 
bag, big enough to transport a circus, 
which contained his most precious 
possessions. And among the latter 
were a number of bookbinding tools 
with which he had started to learn 
the hand binding craft in his native 
German village. 

Another feature of the transatlantic 
trip was that the youthful Hugo, then 
only 1414 years old, made the voyage 
alone. He had come here to join 
relatives, following his father’s un- 
timely death. Taking only a short 
time to become acclimated, Otto heard 
there was a job open at the Boorum 
&¢ Pease blank-book factory in Brook- 
lyn. He was soon stamping book 
covers, an operation at which he 
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‘By THE OPTIMIST 


showed unusual skill, developing rap- 
idly into an expert stamper even be- 
fore he had reached the long-trouser 
stage. 

After remaining with Boorum & 
Pease, and subsequently with the bind- 
ery of Thomas Nelson & Sons, James 
Pott & Co., and Tomkins, McIndoe 
& Co. (now Charles H. Bohn & 
Co.) for a total period of 9 years, 
Mr. Hugo made the H. Wolff or- 
ganization his stamping grounds and 
has remained with this plant, one of 
the largest and best equipped in the 
country, for the last 23 years. He 
smoothly directs the activities of be- 
tween 300 and 350 Wolff book- 
makers, a sizable force in turn direct- 
ed departmentally by 16 sub-foremen 
and forewomen. The plant has a 
maximum daily capacity of 50,000 
volumes. 

While familiar with all details in 
the manufacture of books, Mr. 
Hugo’s early and intensive experience 
as a stamper has made him particu- 
larly interested in this phase of book- 
making—although, as anyone will 
testify who has heard him in verbal 
action at the meetings of the Boof- 
binders’ Guild of N. Y., he will fol- 
low any bookbinding problem to its 
lair and isn’t satisfied until he has 
added the pelt to his belt. 

Mr. Hugo, who is a charter mem- 
ber of the Bookbinders’ Guild and 
recently completed two successive 
terms as treasurer, is one of the most 
regular attendants at the meetings. 
He is married and lives in Elmhurst,

William St. in 25 years, but what a 
whale of a difference a quarter of a 
century makes! 

That’s the business career to date 
of RupoLpH TAUBER, head of the 
Tauber Bookbindery, Inc., N. Y. 
C., one of the best known pamphlet 


binderies in the downtown district. 
As you will readily grasp, Mr. Tau- 
ber is observing his 25th anniversary 
this year. 

It was in October, 1910, that he 
started in business for himself with a 
small job bindery in Harlem, but he 
remained there for only a brief period, 
so the story really begins at 198 Wil- 
liam St., where he decided to confine 
himself exclusively to pamphlet bind- 
ing. The business grew rapidly and 
there were two successive removals to 
64 Fulton St. and 45 Rose St. until 
finally the need for larger space was 
imperative and Mr. Tauber moved 
his establishment to the 238 William 
St. address 10 years ago. At present 
10,000 square feet are occupied, with 
considerable overflow into another 
part of the building. 

Born in 1886 in Poland, in a part 
then belonging to Austria, Mr. Tau- 
ber had a thorough training there in 
the bookbinding industry, and still 
proudly displays his certificate as a 
master binder, granted him only after 
the most stringent examination. His 
present up-to-date plant was recently 
augmented with new equipment for 
sewing, stringing, and high and low 
die cutting. Mr. Tauber has also

Weve never heard of a public 
library which liked bookworms, but 
that doesn’t mean one of that vo- 
racious tribe can’t be effectively used 
in a chart showing how a library has 
expanded its services over a period of 
years. The N. Y. Public Library, 
observing its 40th anniversary this 
year, has employed the bookworm as 
a model in charts such as the one re- 
produced on this page. 

Although the worm of 1935, in 
comparison with its more svelte self 
of 1895, has taken on all the appear- 
ance of a Loch Ness sea monster, with 
suggestions of an accordion stretched 
out to full length to squeeze out the 
last drop of melody, it fulfills its sta- 
tistical purpose, as witness the know- 
ing, waggish look in its eye. But 
entirely aside from the gnawing, pen- 
etrating powers of the bookworm, the 
important news is that the N. Y. 
Public Library has completed four 
decades of history and that the in- 
crease in the number of volumes used 
during this period testifies to the im- 
portant cultural role which the library 
and its various branches play in the 
community.

IL: Austin could be the site of a 
Crump-controlled bindery sufficiently 
capitalized to make a go of it, it 
would be a good financial investment 
and valuable asset for Austin.” 

So writes W. P. Connelley in a 
letter to the Austin (Texas) Amer- 
ican. Who is Crump? Why would 
a bindery run by him be an asset to 
the Lone Star capital? We have it 
on the authority of WILLIAM R. 
THURMAN, superintendent of the 
N. Y. Public Library bindery, that 
CHARLIE CRUMP was once a mem- 
ber of the N. Y. Bookbinders’ Guild. 
And also thanks to “Bill” Thurman 
we have an account of Mr. Crump 
written by Lorraine Barnes of the 
American-Statesmen, Austin’s Sun- 
day newspaper. 

Mr. Crump first told his interview- 
er about his apprenticeship with the 
CHIVERS bindery in his home town, 
Bath, England, and of the excellent 
training he received there. At 13 he 
was sweeping out the plant each 
morning and at 21 he was a journey- 
man. He tells this interesting anec- 
dote about his first employer and the 
famous bookbinder’s passion for beau- 
tiful bindings: 

“Many the time he would stop be- 
side me and say, ‘Crump, is that book 
finished ?’ ‘Yes, sir,’ I would tell him. 
Then he would take it in his hands 
and examine it, slowly and lovingly, 
and then shake his head and say, ‘I'll 
never sell it. Never.’ Chivers was 
like that.” When Chivers died some 
years ago, he left one of the finest li- 
braries in the world. Crump is of 
the same calibre and his private col- 
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lection in Austin contains books which 
he says money will never buy. 

When Chivers opened his N. Y. 
branch in 1904, Charlie Crump was 
sent here to take charge. He went 
to Texas in 1928 when the company 
won state textbook contacts, and liked 
Austin well enough to make it his 
home. He later became part owner 
of a local bindery but now has his 
own shop where he does considerable 
extra binding. Many prized volumes 
which Texas formerly sent to Lon- 
don to be bound are now sent to 
Crump. He also does most of the 
work for the state library archives 
and holds the local contract for bind- 
ing of National Geographic maga- 
zines. Miss CATHERINE PATERSON, 
Mrs. Crump’s sister, assists him in 
the shop and does most of his gold let- 
tering work. Here’s another Charlie 
Crump story: 

He was at work in a Texas mil- 
lionaire’s library when he happened to 
remark that there were some books on 
the shelves he had worked on before. 
“That’s impossible,” their owner pro- 
tested; “those books came fom the 
British Museum.” Whereupon 
Crump asked him to look on page so- 
and-so and, sure enough! there were 
Crump’s initials to prove his work- 
manship.

Beuievinc in the old adage 
that when in Rome one should do as 
the Romans do, we visited the Schlitz 
brewery while in Milwaukee a few 
weeks ago and sampled some of the 
mellow brews which have made the 
city famous. To show that this 
Brevity is not just a dissertation on 
malt and hops we must also chronicle 
the fact that we inscribed our name 
for posterity in the handsome, big 
Schlitz guest book, whereby hangs a 
bockbinding—pardon, a bookbinding 
tale. 

The Schlitz guest register was de- 
signed, printed, and bound by The 
Cuneo Press, Inc., Chicago, and is 
said to be the largest book of its kind 
in the world. It measures 14” x 18”, 
is 71%” thick, contains 2,000 pages, 
and weighs 55 lbs. Rich brown pig- 
skin was used for the binding, and the 
inside of the boards was covered with 
brown silk moiré with flyleaves to 
match. As you can see by the illus- 
tration, the geometrical decorative 
scheme, with the Schlitz trade mark 
inlaid in blue morocco in the center 
of the cover, is of simple dignity and 
strength. The bands around the 
cover and encircling the globe are 
stained dark brown. The design is 
gold tooled by hand, and all the edges 
are gilt. 

LEoNARD MountTeNney of The 
Cuneo Studio,—no stranger to our 
readers—designed and executed the 
work. 


* Post-Script 


iF have been in business for 65 
years on one street is more than an 
item of interest—it’s real news. Such 
has been the experience of J. JUDSON 
Post of Post & Floto, 14 Reade St., 
N. Y. C., the well known importers 
of bookbinding leathers. 

Incidentally, Post & Floto is an- 
other of the firms which are ob- 
serving an anniversary this year, the 
40th. For it was tack in 1895 that 
Mr. Post and his late partner, GorrT- 
rrieD H. FLoto, who died in Janu- 
ary, 1925, decided to leave the im- 
port house with which they had been 
connected as salesmen for over 20 
years and start their own importing 
business. Mr. Post had begun his 
business career as a cash boy with 4. 
T. Stewart & Co., now Wanamak- 
er's, and then had served an appren-

ticeship in the dry goods business be- 
fore joining the import house men- 
tioned, which handled everything 
from canaries from the Canary 
Islands to sardines from Sardinia. 
The concern was located at 20 Reade 
St., almost next door to the present 
Post & Floto establishment, and Mr. 
Post joined the organization on De- 
cember 1, 1870. When the two 
formed their partnership they had be- 
come accustomed to the locality and 
decided to stay in the neighborhood. 
And the firm is still in the same quar- 
ters in the same building. 

The partners at first imported a 
number of various lines, among them 
bookbinders’ leathers, but for some 
years now have confined themselves to 
the one field, building up a reputation 
for quality and variety. Only for- 
eign leathers are carried in stock. 
Mr. Post, who is unusually active de- 
spite his long business career, has as 
his present partner his son, HERBERT 
J. Post. Herbert J., by the way, 
enlisted in the Navy as an ordinary 
seaman during the war and emerged 
as a paymaster when the struggle end- 
ed, a promotion in rank of which his 
father is justly proud. 


* Educational 


I+ has always been one of our pet 
convictions that there is still a lot of 
educational work to be done in fa- 
miliarizing the great American public 
with the processes employed in book 
manufacture, and that this job large- 
ly devolves upon the industry itself. 
That’s why we believe many book- 
making firms might take a cue from 
the Eagle Printing §§ Binding Co. of 
Pittsfield, Mass., whose recent exhi- 
bition of book manufacturing proc- 
esses at the Berkshire Museum of 


Pittsfield gave us several hours of un- 
diluted pleasure on a recent vacation 
trip through New England. An add- 
ed fillip was given by the presence of 
a papermaking exhibit staged by 
Crane & Co., Inc., of Dalton, Mass., 
which included a miniature paper 
mill. We were guided around by 
our good friend, MicHaEL F,. Dum- 
PHY, superintendent of binding at the 
Eagle plant. 

“You'll notice we follow the Crane 
exhibit with a demonstration of the 
different processes in the binding of 
books,” Mr. Dumphy explained, 
“showing a printed sheet flat, then 
folded in 16-page forms, 8-pagi 
forms, and 4-page forms. For th 
gathering and the sewing we had a 
hand-sewing bench set up with a new 
form sewed on the bench. At each 
lecture we sew on two or three forms 
to show how it was done. The next 
step visualized books in the different 
steps of binding. For instance we 
have a book sewed from the bench, 
one trimmed, one rounded, one backed 
and one untrimmed, ete. 

“We then show the visitors the dif- 
ferent styles of half binding in leather, 
full leather, and full binding in cloth. 
During this demonstration a talk is 
given as we were unable to move a 
backing machine, press, and other 
equipment into the museum. We 
also show machine-sewed books, indi- 
cating the difference between hand- 
sewed and machine-sewed volumes. 
We decided to omit the manufacture 
of blank books.” 

High school students and pupils of 
the advanced grammar grades were 
thus given a comprehensive idea of 
how the books of the nation are fabri- 
cated from paper to bound product. 

“We have received many favorable 
comments both in person and by let- 
ter,” Mr. Dumphy observed. “The 
officers of the museum regard the ex- 
hibit as very instructive to the stu 
dents.”

10 years president of the Oldach Com- 
pany, 525 Locust St., Philadelphia, edi- 
tion binders, and had been connected 
with the company for more than 30 
years. He was 59 years old. Mr. Old- 
ach’s father had founded the bindery in 
1854, and the establishment is one of the 
oldest in the country. 

The late president’s first wife, Emilie 
M. Oldach, died in October, 1929. She 
had been secretary of the Oldach com- 
pany. 

In announcing the sudden passing of 
its president, the company stated that 
business would be conducted with the 
following officers: George F. J. Oldach, 
president; Edward C. Groschupf, vice- 
president and treasurer, and Herman F. 
J. Oldach, secretary. Mr. Oldach was 
succeeded as president by his son, who 
is 24 years old and has been connected 
with the business for the last few years. 
Herman F. J. Oldach has been serving 
as secretary for a number of years and 
is a former president of the company. 

Mr. Groschupf, who was also elected 
general manager, has been with the 
house for a quarter of a century, the last 
10 years of which have been spent as 
superintendent of the bindery. 


George R. Hefner 


George R. Hefner, treasurer of the 
Hefner Electric Co., Inc., Brooklyn, 
N. Y., and widely known in the graphic 
arts industries, died May 25. Mr. Hef- 
ner was born in Yankton, S. D. in 1878. 
It was his position with the N. Y. office 
of the Cline Mfg. Co. which brought 
him into contact with manufacturers of 
printing and bookbinding machinery, the 
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Dexter Folder Co., American Assem- 
bling Co., and others. He was later in 
the printing division of the N. Y. office 
of the Cutler-Hammer Co. Mr. Hefner 
was engaged in sales engineering work 
for the Hefner Electric Co. at the time 
of his death. 


British Survey on Technical 
Education Includes Binding 


Approximately 5 years’ research into 
the field of technical education covering 
the graphic arts industries, including 
bookbinding, has been incorporated into 
a 110-page booklet issued by the Board 
of Education (H. M. Stationery Office, 
2s), Great Britain. The report is cal- 
culated to have a far-reaching influence 
on the development of technical educa- 
tion. 

It was found that among students tak- 
ing courses on bookbinding instruction 
are a number connected with the produc- 
tion or sale of books, libraries, and 
others not directly connected with the 
bookbinding trade. Those actually re- 
ceiving vocational training in bookbind- 
ing numbered 76. The report suggests 
that this class of non-trade student 
should be encouraged and might include 
publishers’ employees and others who 
wish to become familiar with bookbind- 
ing operations without becoming identi- 
fied with the industry in a mechanical 
way. 

Instruction in ruling is included in 
about half a dozen binding centers, with 
practical work done on equipment in- 
cluding some form of pen or disc ruling. 


Summer Bookmaking Courses 
To Be Given at Columbia 


School of Library Service, Columbia 
University, N. Y. C. will offer two 
courses this summer in bookmaking. 
Registration for the summer session be- 
gins July 3 and the session itself starts 
July 8. Dr. Lehmann-Haupt, curator of 
the Rare Book Department, will give a 
2-point course, “History of Bookmak- 
ing,” daily at 11:30, which will be a gen- 
eral review of the history of bookmak- 
ing. Prof. Mary M. Shaver will also 
give a 2-point course, “Introduction to 
the History of Books and Libraries,” to 
be given daily at 10:30. Emphasis will 
be laid on certain well-known manu- 
scripts, printers, and presses. 


Forbes Gets Alabama Contract 


The E. E. Forbes & Co., of Birming- 
ham, has been awarded the state of Ala- 
bama textbook depository contract for 
the next six years, with the stipulations 
that 3.75 of the 10% commission would 
be returned to the State Department of 
Education, and that if the Legislature 
passes the tax on snuff and chewing to- 
bacco to provide free textbooks for the 
first three grades, 15% of the commis- 
sion would be returned.

Toby Rubovits 


The death last month of Toby Rubo- 
vits, the Chicago printer and bookbinder, 
nationally known in the bookmaking in- 
dustry through his long membership in 
the Employing Bookbinders of America, 
was a blow to his many friends. Mr. 
Rubovits, who was one of the pioneer 
members of the United Typothetae, was 
78 years old and still active in business 
as president-treasurer of Toby Rubovits, 
Inc., 1501 W. Congress St. 

He was born January 18, 1857 in Hun- 
gary, where he received his early school- 
ing. He went to Chicago in 1871, ex- 
perienced the great fire of that year, be- 
came a newsboy, and later in the same 
year joined the firm of E. Rubovits & 
Bro. The firm was incorporated under 
his own name in later years. Until his 
death he maintained a deep interest in 
Jewish charitable affairs and civic activ- 
ities in Chicago, especially the Chicago 
Historical Society, the Art Institute, 
Field Museum and the Izaak Walton

League. While Mr. Rubovits was never 
an officer of the E.B.A., he was active 
in its affairs and a diligent worker for 
every policy adopted by the national as- 
sociation to improve conditions and 
standards in the bookbinding industry. 

His wife, the former Hannah Good- 
kind of Chicago, died in 1928. He 
leaves three sons, Arthur G., Walter I, 
and Richard A. Rubovits, all of whom 
are officers of the corporation, in which 
they had been closely associated with 
their father.

Tapley Co., Long Island City, N. Y., 
has won a wide reputation for his con- 
structive efforts to stabilize conditions 
within the bookmaking industry, espe- 
cially in the field of costs and efficient 
plant management. For many years he 
served as chairman of the Educational- 
Vocational Committee, and later of the 
Educational Committee of the E. B. A., 
and is credited with having done more 
than any other man to spread the gospel 
of vocational training in book manu- 
facturing, incorporating his own ideas 
in the management of the Kingsport 
plant. He is also a former president of 
the E. B. A. His knowledge of indus- 
try affairs has also extended to every 
technical and mechanical phase in book- 
making. 

Mr. Palmer is a member of the board 
of directors of the B. M. I., and has 
been chairman of the former National 
Graphic Arts Coordinating Committee. 


Porter Garnett Resigns 


Porter Garnett, awarded the American 
Institute of Graphic Arts gold medal 
several years ago for his work in print- 
ing education, has resigned as Associate 


Professor of Graphic Arts at Carnegie 
“Tech”, Pittsburgh, and as Master of 
the Laboratory Press, which he founded 
there in 1923. Mr. Garnett is credited 
with having quickened the interest of 
many students to an appreciation of the 
highest standards and technique in print- 
ing production and bookmaking. 


Standards Bureau Reports 
On Preservation of Records 


Commercial book and writing papers 
have been subjected to extensive 
chemical and physical tests by the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards, Washing- 
ton, D. C., with the view to determin- 
ing what preservative measures should 
be taken for record papers stored in 
libraries. The best criterion of paper 
stability has been found to be its 
chemical purity. 

It has been determined that light, 
adverse temperature and _ humidity, 
dust, and acidic air are all deteriora- 
tive influences that must be guarded 
against. Diffused illumination is de- 
sirable. Control of temperature is 
necessary to prevent record materials 
from becoming brittle through ex- 
cessive drying-out, and humidity must 
be kept below a certain point to in- 
hibit molding. 


Through experimental tests in a 
library, it was found that acid sulphur 
dioxide fumes arising from the com- 
bustion of fuels could be completely 
removed by washing the air with alka- 
line water. Giving the air a bath also 
removes much dust. It is stated that 
effective purification of air in these 
respects can be done only with an 
adequate air-conditioning system.

No. 9 of a Series: 


Born and brought up on a 
farm, he is an urbanite by preference. 
So after college and the Army, he 
worked for the N. Y. edition bindery 
firm of Thomas Russell & Son (now 
the Russell-Rutter Co.). 

“T learned much about the printing 
and binding of books during several 
years with Russell,” says Arthur 
Williams, of the manufacturing de- 
partment of Little, Brown & Co., 
Boston. ‘Then came more experience, 
from the publisher’s viewpoint, with 
Knopf and Simon & Schuster. Has 
been in the busy Hub now 10 years, 
but has managed to devote some of 
his spare time to his hobbies of book- 
collecting, fishing, boating, and ten- 
nis. 


“During the last decade the trend 
in trade book design has been toward 
a certain crisp format, pleasant and 
modern—sometimes modern to an ex- 
treme, but often a real, living, vital 
format which the designer has suc- 
cessfully ‘built’ with his skill and 
imagination, often without adapting 
much of the physical forms of 30 or 
330 years ago. This trend has given 
us many handsome books. More 
books are planned today so that the 
type page, paper, binding, and jacket 
are in harmony as a unit. They fit 
together.” 


Rather than use a small type in a 
small page with very generous mar- 
gins, his aim as far as possible is to use 
a larger type and type page. His 
motto: the eye should glide over the 
words of a page with the greatest of 
ease : 

“Easy readability seems paramount 
and most essential to the well-de- 
signed page, which should set well in 
and up on the paper page so that the 
margins increase in this order: inner, 
top, front, foot.” 


He believes that type ornaments 
should be “seen and not heard” over 
the “tone” of the type story, advising 
caution in their use. “Simply em-

ployed they add greatly to the at- 
tractiveness of many books, but when 
they attract the eye away from the 
general harmony of the type picture, 
they might best be omitted.” Likes 
Caslon Old Face, Janson, Granjon, 
Baskerville,—especially 11 and 12pt., 
with from 2 to 4pt. leading. 


Williams believes that well-de- 
signed jackets have much sales appeal, 
but feels that because they are not 
permanent, the designer’s particular 
attention should be given to an in- 
viting binding, which ultimately is the 
outer dress of the book. 

“The constant cry of the designer 
and manufacturing man is for more 
time to produce books properly, al- 
though realizing full well that haste 
is sometimes all-important. Yet the 
general run of trade books would be 
improved if more time were taken in 
carefully designing, setting, printing, 
and binding them, and if all available 


time were taken advantage of to that 
end.”

Composition 


In careful composition a paragraph 
is never ended with the syllable of a 
word, nor with a short word, stand- 
ing alone on the last line. The long 
blank space which follows gives the 
appearance of lack of uniformity in 
the leading between paragraphs and 
destroys the balance. To avoid this, 
the last two or three lines may be re- 
spaced either to bring the offending 
syllable or word back into the pre- 
ceding line, or to carry another word 
or two forward so that a longer line 
will be formed. 

Poetry is usually indented accord- 
ing to the fancy of the author, and to 
indicate the rhyme. Lines that run 
over are indented three or four ems. 
Where lines are of uneven length, a 
line of average length is centered so 
as to secure proper indention for the 
remainder of the poem. 

Book composition of the better va- 
rieties is greatly improved by the use 
of initial letters—large letters used at 
the beginning of books and the com- 
mencements of chapters, articles, etc. 
These letters have a two-fold purpose 
—to adorn the work and to designate 
the starting point. They may be 
roughly divided into two distinct 
classes: plain, simple letters like or- 
dinary type; and fancy ornamental 
letters, block characters in which the 
letter itself is embellished by a sur- 
rounding decorative design which is 
sometimes quite simple, but often very 
elaborate and artistic. 

Style or the mode of the day gov- 
erns the use of initial letters and dic- 
tates the kind of letter to use with 
different faces of type and the amount 
of white space to be left on the right 
side and at the bottom of the letter. 
Good taste keeps variations in style 
within specific and well defined limits, 
as initial letters do not lend them- 
selves very well to anything savoring 


‘of the freakish or grotesque in ar- 


rangement.—Condensed from Frank- 
lin Printing Catalog Digest.

A semi-glazed cloth patterned like a 
kitchen oilcloth made a happy choice for 
a book of menus.

The entire binding is designed to attract 
the woman purchaser, without being 
either too “frilly” or too serious. Repe- 
tition of the subtitle on the title page 
crowds the space within the incisive rule 
frame, but the important lines stand out 
effectively. The designer was faced 
with the problem of “planning menus to 
fit pages and make an attractive book.” 
The menus, in 8 and 10 pt., run one to 
the page; they are of varied lengths, yet 
none run over and the short pages are 
so well balanced that they do not look 
top-heavy. This effect seems to be due 
to having a subhead in caps among the 
last lines.

To carry out his intention of making 
the binding “a good job of packaging,” 
the designer has provided a startling 
theme in black and white, combining old 
rectangles and rules in a new way and 
availing himself of such modern types 
as Girder and the cursive Gillies Gothic 
both straight and in reverse. Top is 
stained blue, though black or plain would 
have been more in the book’s spirit. As 
startling, but comparatively bleak, is the 
title-page adaptation of the cover design 
into a simple oblong of alternating 
stripes of black type on white and re- 
verse. A logical simplification of this 
makes a spirited half-title. In the space 
above the chapter openings—which begin 
like ordinary paragraphs—the designer 
introduces another unusual motif to con- 
tinue the modern idea throughout the 
book: It is simply an odd configuration 
of lines above and below the Arabic 
numeral, but helps express the whole 
novel’s fantasy.
